“There were many hits on the yards and when our bomb­ 
ers left the target it was obscured by smoke from fires which 
had been started,” the bulletin declared.

G ettysburg’s weather station 40-year records were shat­ 
tered Sunday night when the m ercury dipped to 14 degrees 
below zero afte r setting a record for the season of nine degrees 
above on Saturday night. 
Sunday night's reading was not only by far the lowest 
December reading ever recorded here—and the local weather 
records cover the last IO years— but it was the second lowest 
tem perature recorded here during those 40 years in any 
winter month, Dr. Henry Stew art said. 
Winter Casualties 
The sub-zero w eather arrived a day ahead of Old Man 
W inter’s scheduled 1912 debut. The almanac asserts that 
winter does not begin until 7 :40 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
The almanac notwithstanding, Adams countians shivered, 
shoveled coal, watched their rationed supplies of fuel oil sink 
and tried to get their autos started. Garagemen were rushed 
with calls for assistance from m otorists whose cars would not 
start or whose radiators had frozen. W ater pipes were frozen 
and there were frost-bitten noses and fingers.

Africa, Dec. 21 (AP)—An audacious 
submarine expedition, commanded 
by

Giraud out of France to join in the 
Allied occupation of North Africa, 
but the elderly, pugnacious French­ 
man once fell into the sea—to be 
saved by submarine crewmen who 
grabbed him by the coat collar. 
The story of Giraud’s submarine- 
airplane escape w’as disclosed yes­ 
terday when Lieut. Gen. Dwight D. 
Elsenhower commended Navy Cap­ 
tain Jerauld Wright, Washington, 
D. C., for leading the operation. 
Third Escape 
Giraud joined Eisenhower only a 
few hours before the Allied troops 
w’ent ashore in North Africa No­ 
vember 8, after his third and most 
thrilling escape exploit. Giraud es­ 
caped from the Germans once in 
the first World War and again last 
April when he fled the German 
Koenigstein 
prison 
into 
Vichy- 
controlled France. 
Wright led the exploit in a Brit­ 
ish submarine, which lay off the 
French coast for about a week un­ 
til, November 4. it received definite 
word of the rendezvous point, and 
more information on minefields so 


it could enter a harbor. 
After coded blinker signals one 
midnight, a rowboat bearing Giraud, 
his son, and two French staff of­ 
ficers came to the submarine. But 
Giraud lost his balance when he 
stepped aboard the pitching, sub, 
and fell into

Crewmen 
quickly rescued him. 
Switches to Plane 
While the submarine was head­ 
ing back to base port, plans w'ere 
changed and an airplane came for 
the general, landing on a choppy 
sea. 
An unidentified plane circled

W ashington, Dec. 21 
(AP)—At­ 
torney G eneral Biddle announced 
today the indictm ent of Anaconda 
Wire and Cable Co., In what he call­ 
ed "one of the most reprehensible 
cases of defrauding the government 
and endangering the lives of Amer­ 
ican soldiers and sailors.” 
The Justice D epartm ent said the 
Marlon (Ind.) company was charg­ 
ed with turning out defective wire 
in m eeting $6,000,000 in government 
orders. 
Some of its wire went to 
Russia, an official said, resulting in 
a Soviet com plaint, while the U. S. 
Army had ordered th a t communica 
tlons wire from the Anaconda com 
pany be used only for m aneuvers— 
not for combat.

IN THE MIDST OF THE MIST 
Paul Valery, the French WTiter, 
in one of Ills absorbing essays on 
•'Spiritual Polity” tells of an in ­ 
stance when a portion of the great 
French Fleet was on a cruise from 
Toulon to Brest and was caught in 
a terrible befogged mist amongst 
‘‘dangerous rock-strewn waters of 
the Ile de Seine.” 
They were for 
some time at the mercy of the wind 
and treacherous currents. 
And all 
the skill and knowledge of those 
who manned those warriors could 
do nothing but wait and trust to 
the God of Nature. 
How many a -time, in Ute history 
of a nation, and in the life of a 
hum an being, th a t same mist a r­ 
rests. confuses, and challanges! 
W hat is to be done in such cir­ 
cumstances? 
Those 
boys, 
who 
floated on a small, frail raft for 34 
days in the big Pacific Ocean, very 
soon came to their daily prayer. 
They were in a m ist th at seemed to 
give no answer, But somehow’ they 
believed in prayer—and they did 
pray. Those moments of prayer fed 
something greater than the bodies 
th a t they protected as best they 
could from all the cruel elements of 
the sea 
Was the answer to those 
prayers a miracle? 
Perhaps. 
At 
any rate they were saved! 
I recall the beautiful day th at we 
rode in a plane from Honolulu on 
Oahu to Hilo. which is on the big 
Island of Hawaii. Suddenly we ran 
into a dense fog. Nothing could be 
seen from the port holes of the 
cabin. A few of the passengers were 
terrified, but we w’ere soon out in 
the sunlight again. Those minutes, 
however, came as a challenge. 
As 
all such m inutes do. 
There seems 
to be nothing to do but to ‘‘sit tight” 
and trust a higher intelligence than 
the one th at is ours. 
There is always a Sun, brightly 
shining—above the mist! And the 
mist, in time, always melts away. 
It is always a temporary* event 
There is never a sorrow, or a 


applause but also the gratitude of 
those present for their performances.
